heretofore 
published, 
placing

finances of Cuba, Porto Rico nnd tho 
Philippines uuder identical military 
control. It provides for tho appoint- 
ment by the secretary of war of an 
auditor and an assistant under each 
military governor to handle moneys 
received. 


The object of tha order is to keep 


;he moneys of the various groups of 
.slands separate from each other and 
'roni tho moneys of the United States.

The prevailing opinion chat tho earth 
in continual danger of being de- 


stroyed by a comet behooves an anxious 
field of journalists to explain tkat for 
several thousand yearsntleasttherois 
no danger. Ro far as our present- his- 
tory can avail there is no record of col- 
lision with this rollicking class of sky 
rockets, although several comets hnre 
approached the earth so closely as to 
envelope it in a portion of the luminous 
trail known as the "tail." 
That of 


1861 did so, for on June 30 of that year 
i "phosphorescent auroral glare" was 
observed, during the continuance of 
which this globe was within ,1,000,000 
o S.Ono.OOU miles of the comet's nu- 
cleus, which was calculated to be trav- 
eling at the rate of J 0.000.000 miles each 
24 hours. The comet of 1770 appeared to 
mve made a nearer approach to the 
inrth than any other, the estimate be- 
ng that its hcarl was at one period only 
.000,001) miles off, while its tail, asob- 
crved from London, seemed a great 
rch extending 30,000.000 miles across 
he heavens. This close approach, how- 
ver, had no appreeialilecffcctupon the 
nrth. even the tides remained unaffect- 
n.—Cincinnati Enciuirer.

There 
was vague talk about iroe silver, about 
trusts and about "imperialism, " but 
not a line or' it was placed so as t° 
commit the Democracy to it. 
Mou 


may think this lack of patriotism it 
straugo but it is not. It is tho logical 
result of the chaotic state of tho party. 


Parties are organized to establish 


aud maintain certain principles. Thus 
tho Republican party was orgauized 
to oppose tlio extension of slavery, the 
encroachment of tho dogma of state 
sovereignty aud tho protection and 
building up of American iudustrius. 
Theso wore its main or coututl prin- 
ciples, as opposed to tho Democratic 
party, which in doferouco to tho slave 
power had bccomo tlio advocate of free 
trado, slavery, stato sovereignty aud 
socessiou. Tho doctrines of tho Demo- 
cratic party culminated in civil war 
aud the Republican party as a result

iu tho people's pockets.

was Republican, however, and thoy

The 
want of such a record simply proves 
that Bryau id a demagogue headed 
for the white boats ou any kind of au 
issue lie thinks will holy him along. 


With 
anti-trust as a Democratic 


campaign slogan that party will have 
to assign some way in which they ex- 
pect to dootroy trusts. 
To the Demo- 


cratic mind chore oceura but one way 
to do this. By free trado and free 
silver, and when they come before the 
American people with these remedies 
toi American people, with tho experi- 
ence of tho Democratic free traders iu 
powor under Cleveland fresh in their 
memories, will decide that thoy will 
endure trusts, plutocrats or polecats 
before thoy will try Democracy and 
free trade again.

She said he had 


struck hor with a stick of wood aud 
showed bruises 011 hor arm to sub 
stautiate her story. 
On former occa- 


sions her father has called at tho jai 
and taken her homo, saying that her 
story was not true aud that ha treatoc 
her kindly but she was determined not 
to stay at home and made up the 
stories of his unkinduess. Tho father's 
version of tho story has been credited 
on the other occasious but this time 
tho littlo girl was no persistent in her 
rc-fusal to go homo aud so earnest in 
her story that it was concluded to in- 
vestigate the case before steps were 
taken to send her home. Accordingly 
tho Humane society was notified on 
Friday afternoon and last evening W. 
R. Ercsie, \V. J. \Vayno and J. G. 
Cloyd spent considerable time in inter 
viewing the neighbors of tho Rostck 
family and talking to the girl and her 
father.

Xew Yorkers have taken up the prob- 


lem of reclaiming the abandoned 
farms of New England. A realty com- 
pany has been formed for this purpose; 
fitrms nre to be purchased with a view 
of nelling them again to buyers who 
live in the tenement districts of large 
cities. It is estimated tlmr thure are in 
Xew England to-day something over , 
SO'0,000 acres of abandoned farm laud, 
once the homes of a happy, prosperous 
yvouianry, \viiose soca and daughters 
have ubfiudonccl the old homesteads to 
seek wealth, fame i:nd social distinc- 
tion in the commercial centers of Amer- 
ica. 


A few years ago the suites of ifainn., 


Xow Hampshire, Vermont and Massa- 
chusetts, in which most of these aban- 
doned farms r.rp situated, b^fran to dis- 
cuss the bsbt way in vibk-b these farms 
might be reclaimed. Most 01" the boards 
of agriculture in these states advertised 
the farms widely, giving the price, a 
description of the estate, and its id- 
vantages if it possessed any. After u 
year of hard work they succeeded in 
arousing quite an interest in thc ques- 
tion, until now they cnn look back and 
picture in their mind's fye u. large num- 
ber of these old estates in n high stne 
of cultuation. In the five years that 
the Massachusetts stale ollicials lnne 
been agitating the matter more than 
250 of those, farms have been reclaimed. 


Three years ago Vermont had over 


100 deserted farms. To-day she is proud 
to say that the hasn't one. These farms 
have been takfn mostly by families of 
means in New York, Philadelphia, Chi- 1 
eago, Boston and other large cities, who j 
have, in many case", bought them for 
( 


summer residences. On many of the | 
farms thc old broken-down buildings ' 
ha\e been torn down and attractive and ' 
commodious buildings replaced them, i 
Jn Xe\v Hampshi'-e over 
100 of the1 


abandoned farms lime been taken up i 
by non-residents, and, as in the cnse ol [ 
Vermont, nre larp'ely owned by summer j 
residents. The state authorities hay 
that those who huve tal.cn the farms fur 
summer homes haie been a great bene- 
fit to the community. When the stale 
authorities took hold of the abandoned 
farm question the stnte had fully 1,-lOC 
farms that were deserted. Maine has 
not been s>o successful. To-day she has 
over 3,000 of them, the combined acre- 
age of which exceeds 200,000 acres 
Their assessed value exceeds SI, 000,000. 


A man v, ho has done much to demon- 


strate that the abandoned farms of 
Maine and Massachusetts can be made 
profitable is Mr. Frank P. Bennett, ed- 
itor of the American Wool and Cotton 
Iteportcr, who is tho owner of what 
were formerly 12 abandoned farms in 
Freedom, Me., and vicinity. They are 
entirely successful, and have a com- 
bined acreage of 1,200 
acres, from whiph 


is pending out thoroughbred sheep 


through the state of Maine. His aban- 
doned farm at Paugus, Mass., ?,0 min- 
utes' ride from I'oston. upon which he 
resides, had not been occupied for five 
years before Mr. Bennett purchased it 
It is now one of the most attractive 
estates in that town, and Mr. Dennett's 
sanitary dairy is a model of ucatue.ss. 


Another notable iiihtnncc of the re- 


claiming of an abandoned farm is thc 
estate, of Mr. William II. Rudd, of Xa- 
tick, Mass, lit was formerly the home- 
tend of one of the best families of thc 
old town, but for a number of ycajs 
prior to Mr. lludd's purchase of it the 
buildings had been going to deeny, nud 
t was an uninviting place.

A KITE REGATTA. 


'Am Exciting Form of Sport That Ii 


Enjoyed In X on hero WU-

In the kite season there is an old- 


'time sport which is still carried on by 
the boys who live in the little town ol 
Shawano, in northern Wisconsin, that 
may be interesting to boys who live in 
the cast. In tlua town there is held 
each spring a kite regatta, and prizes 
ore offered for the winners. There are 
several races, and this is the way they 
iare carried out: 


There are two things necessary in 


this kind of sport. One is a light sskifl 
]or canoe, and the other is ftlalce or body 
;of water large enough to sail it in. Each 
contestant in the race takes five kites, 
lall of Urge size, and these are the only 
Imotor power used. First one kite is 
flown in the air, and after some 50 yards 
tot twine have been paid out the end of 
|the utring is tied to one of the other 
kites. This is repeated until all of the 
kites are in the air, flying at a distance 
(of about 50 yards apart. When this is 
rione each contestant gets in his boat. 
kind at a given signal all ore off for a 
certain buoy or some other point agreed 
Hipon. 


This may read like very tame sport 


(on paper, but the real thing is plenty 
teiciting enough to require the best 
|kind of nerve and a cool head. If there 
3« a heavy wind blowing it will be found 
necestary to have two boys in the boat 
—one to look after the kite and one to 
Wo th» steering. 
Of course it goes 


without saying that the strongest kind 
bf twine must be used. In Shawano, 
where the sport has obtained a strong 
foothold, fish line is used, and for the 
lart two or three kites three, four and 
five fish lines are twisted together. 
This tport is not without danger, and is 
no kind of amusement for a boy not 
accustomed to the handling of a boat 
or able to swim. It is uncertain sport, 
too, for, of course, it is necessary to 
have the wind favorable, but. given the 
requirements, there are all kinds of op- 
portunity for skill and enjoyment.—N 
Y. Herald.

One can sea the peaks all around, 
covered with snow, and tho mighty 
gorges, hundreds of feet deep, leveled 
over with great drifts ofjsuow millions 
of tons.

Ouray. It is the county seat of Ouray 
county.

:au see tho first leap of the angry 
waters, with a roar like a mighty 
freight train and for a few seconds tho 
svator disappears as it enters a large 
funnel in tho recks. Then it turns a 
sharp curve aud leaps down into the 
abyss bolow.

mountains at 7 ft. m. and falls behind 
tho mountains ou tho wpst at 5 p. m. 
So that if one notices the sun at theso 
times ho will have some idea of the 
vastness of the mountains. They are 
1000 feet high surrounding the city. 
Of course there lias to be one gorge 
wiiere tho railroad aud the river go 
out. One would be surprised to see 
the line of six horse teams as they go 
np aud down tho mountain road. I 
conuted 40 burros the 
other day 


loaded with sacks, one ou each side 
of the saddle, of concentrated ore. I 
judge each sack was 73 or 100 pounds. 
\Vheu they were unloaded at the depot 
they stepped one side aud lay down 
and roll and some of them were eo 
tired that they lay quite a while. I 
will not weary any louger at this 
time. In my next I will tell yoa of 
the mining camps and ore.
